for  your  development.  As  for  clear 
foresight,  much  the  same  applies. 
Just  as  decks  are  cleared  for  act¬ 
ion,  so  must  our  minds  be  whipped 
into  a  receptive  condition  and  the 
worn-out  refuse  of  the  past  cl  a rc-d 
away.  Then  our  study  will  be  in  a 
pood  light  and  can  shov  us  the  way .
